What kind of image do you come up 
with when you think of a Kawasaki 
750? Drag racing? Wheelies? .Smoking 
rear tires? Road racing, maybe? The 
word is superbike. You associate- the 
Mach IV with acceleration, 
performance, and speed. Do you think 
of touring? Nah, you thinx of blitzing, 
mind boggling performance. Maybe I 
mean monsterbike. 

That is the way that I felt, too. I 
anticipated a hairy handful: fun to ride 
once, just to experience the 
performance, but after that I figured 
that Id want something more 
comfortable and pleasant to ride. I was 
surprised. 

My apprehension was increased when, 
as I left to pick it up, I was told to be 
careful, “Road testers for three other 
publications have crashed those things. 
One guy ran it into a garbage truck. 
Let's make sure it isn’t four,” It isn’t a 
bike that thé novice rider should 
consider. 

We all know that it’s fast. Cycle News 
doesn’t make a road test out of 
performance figures. If you want to 
know what a machine will do right 
down: to the last millisecond there are 
plenty of places to. look.One writer likes 
to take test bikes out and cook them 
down the quarter umpteen times on 
end, if you want quarter mile figures. 
Another, braver, fellow takes them out 
to a road race course where you can see 
lots of pictures of him every month all 
heeled over in the corners. There you 
can find comparative lap times. The 
Kawasaki 750 is as fast as you will ever 
need a bike to be. It is the strongest. 
That’s all. 

Do you know what I did with it? I 
took it touring. Yeah. And you know 
what? It’s a good touring bike. No, a 
greal touring bike. 

But it isn’t that kind of bike, you say. 
Wrong. It just has the wrong kind of 
image. 

The monsterbike image affected us. 
Every staff member who rode it, 
climbed on the Mach IV anticipating the 
ultimate superbike. All of us expected a 
machine that we would find 
entertaining for an afternoon. 
Everybody wanted to experience that 
incredible performance just once, but it 
wasn’t a machine that we expected to 
like much past the thrill of 
performance. We expected it to be 
uncomfortable and tricky to ride — but 
mind-bending. Sure, everybody 
commented on the performance, but 
what was most impressive was the other 
side of the machine. “That is a sweet 
machine,” said one staffer. A 
rip-snorting, asphalt-wrinkling, maniacal 
superbike doesn’t evoke that kind of 
comment. 

Instead of trying it once and losing 
interest, we found that the biggest thing 
wrong with it was that we had to take it 
back. 

The H-2’s image seems to state, and 
people tend to assume, that it is an even 
hairier version of Kawasakis three 
cylinder 500. Despite what the ads 
imply, the machines have much 


different personalities. The 750 is much 
more confidence inspiring and flexible. 


It is a much better all-around 
motorcycle. The ride, seating, 
suspension, engine flexibility, and 


controls are much more comfortable 
and civilized on the 750. They didņ’t 
design this one for the same high 
power-per-cube performance that the 
Mach III is famous for. In fact, 
performance oriented riders may be 
happier with the 500. 

The engine in the 750 is a much more 
usable contraption than the 500’s. It is 
very strong without being peaky. It has 
bags of low end torque. You don’t dial 
on the throttle and wait for something 
to happen suddenly when it reaches a 
certain rpm, The engine responds pretty 
directly to the throttle. Grabbing a 
fistful will evoke a. strong response 
instantly even at low Rs. 


Externally the engine appears to be 
quite similar to the 500. Although there 
are no common parts the layout is much 
the same. Both are three-cylinder, 
piston-port, air-cooled two strokes. 
However, the 750 has much milder port 
timing, and therefore a much wider 
power band. It also reaches maximum 
power at a much lower rpm level. The 
750 puts out a claimed 74 bhp at 6,800 
while the 500 peaks at 7400. 

That wide power band and low end 
grunt are what make up one of the 
major characteristics of the 750’s 
personality. You can let the tach needle 
drop down to 2000 rpm and it won’t 


complain. The owner’s manual also 
cautions you not to run below three 
grand for prolonged periods, but it was 
so comfortable down there that I 
couldn’t resist. They say that if you do 
it will foul plugs. I did and it did, but 
only thrice in 2400 miles. One time it 
cleared off. The other times I rinsed 
them with gas which fixed it. By the 
way, the middle cylinder always ran the 
coolest contrary to all those rumors 
about it overheating and seizing. I solve 
the plug problem with a clean set of 
plugs and the use of regular gas which 
has less lead and is the recommended 
fuel. It runs fine on two cylinders, 
though, if you don’t want to stop. 

This brings to mind a question. Why 
didn’t Kawasaki use those trick, 
absolutely foul-free surface gap plugs 
like the ones in last year’s 500? This 
bike, like the 500, uses capacitive 
discharge ignition (CDI). “This kind of 
ignition system does not allow the use 
of those plugs,” I was told. Well, what is 
the advantage of CDI if it doesn’t 
incorporate the foul-proof plugs? First 
and foremost is that there is nothing to 
wear in the timing adjustment. That is 
one large hassle out of the way. When 
I’m touring I don’t want to have to stop 
and take the time to check the timing 
every few thousand miles. With this 
type of CD ignition system I don’t have 
to. The other advantage of CD is that it 
produces a big mothering spark of 
relatively long duration. This means 
more burning and less deposits which in 
turn means more power and longer plug 


life. 

This CD ignition differs from the 
types used in previous K’s in that it has 
a separate system for each cylinder. This 
has several advantages, First, it is easier 
to trouble shoot. Second, if one system 
fails you still have two to keep you 
moving. On the other hand, surface gap 
plugs would be awfully nice for driving 
around town at speeds below those 
recommended by the owner’s manual. 


With the CD ignition system periodic 
maintenance is greatly simplified. There 
is no real engine maintenance to worry 
about. The two most complex items to 
be attended to are the carburetors and 
baffles. I never felt that the carbs 
needed attention during our test so that 
should only be an occasional matter. 
The baffles were beginning to need 
some attention, That will take about 20 
minutes every 2500 miles. Cables, chain, 
air cleaner, and oil changes are all 
relatively simple, quick, infrequent 
items of maintenance. This is something 
that the touring rider will appreciate. 
You could go trans-continental with one 
chain adjustment, gas, and two stroke 
oil. 

The two stroke oil is carried in a tank 
on the right. No gas-oil mixing. It

is the surging phenomenon at low 
engine speed when not under load. This 
45 or 50 and was 
annoying at worst.” 1 stopped at 
California Kawasaki in Santa Monica 
and rode two of their bikes as a 
comparison. Theirs did it less. Could be 
that ours had a different carb setting 
somewhere. 

If you adjust to the surging, which is 
quite possible, the machine is very 
pleasant around town. For one thing, 
the transmission is great. It is incredibly 
light and positive. It shifts like a hot 
knife through milk. First gear is-slightly 
tall which is as it should be with all that 
power and torque. Neutral is all the 
way at the bottom, a controversial 
arrangement. I liked it because I never 
had to fish for neutral. Just smap it all 
the way down, I don’t believe that I 
ever missed a shift. The clutch is an 
in-town dream. It is also very light. It 
needed a slight adjustment at the lever 
only once. 

The power can rarely be used 
completely around town, but its 
effortlessness is nice for gunning your 
way out of tight situations. The H-2’s 
easy performance will often put you a

than you realize without checking the 
speedo. Whacking the throttle on hard 
in first or second will bring the front 
wheel up. I amused myself by lofting 
the front wheel over gutters, bumps, 
and traffic counting devices. I found 
some interesting streets where you 
could get airborne quite easily. It never 
quivered upon landing — just kept going 
straight. Even with this kind of abuse 
the rear spokes, big, hefty numbers, 
never loosened up or broke. 

The Kawasaki weighs less than any 
750 except the Norton, This lightness 
(about. 430 pounds) made it quite 
pleasant around town and aided the 
handling. The two-stroke engine is short 
and lowers the center of gravity making 
it easier to toss around or flip through 
tight esses. ` 

The suspension and seat did an 
admirable job of soaking up whatever 
jolts I encountered. The suspension 
takes the worst of it, It is soft without 
being mushy. The bumps that usually 
shorten my back a little bit never made 
much of an impression on the big K. 

Despite being so comfortable, the 
suspension also does a superb job of 
road holding. It will take an incredibly 
precise line. Just pick out an apex and 
point it. The steering geometry and 
weight distribution are spot on. At very 
high speeds. the rear shocks would pogo 
slightly in certain corners. Once I 
realized that, it wasn’t going to 
degenerate into a speed wobble I 
learned to relax and enjoy it.

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The brakes are great. The only limit 
that could be found in stopping was the 
tires which are overly hard — in the 
intetest of long life. On a very long, 
steep downhill section guaranteed to fry 
your brakes, the brakes never lost their 
strength. The feel of the rear brake 
changed slightly, but I was still able to 
lock up both wheels at over eighty when 
I neared the bottom, 

After it was bedded in, the front disc 
would squeal when it was cold. There 
was no pulling to one side, and feel was 
superb. The disc is set up so that you 
can bolt another one on the other fork 
leg, Perhaps if you went to a super-soft 
road racing tire and road raced it this 
would come in handy. It was possible to 
brake the front wheel to the point 
where the front tire would howl 
without locking. This could be done at 
will at any speed. 

Perhaps part of the reason that the 

' Kawasaki has acquired a monsterbike 
image is its styling. That seat-back is an 
example. Some people like it and some 
people think it’s ugly. It is very 
functional, though. The tool kit fits 
back there and so will a lock and chain. 
That solves the problem of where to 
carry a chain without scratching 
everything up. You can also stash your 
lunch and other odds and ends back 
there. That convenient little 
compartment is also very easy to get at. 
The top of that box will also act much 
the same as a luggage rack. All very 
convenient and practical even if it looks 
like a cheap-thrills styling gimmick. 

Another misinterpreted item is the 
instruments. You know, the big, 
tilted-back, easy to read, racy-looking 
speedo and tach. Just the thing for 
getting a quick read-out between turns 
six and seven, right? Well sure, they’re 
easy to read, even at night. But I 
discovered something even neater about 
them. Those styled-looking instruments 
will also go along way toward replacing 
a windshield. The angle that they sit at 
combined with their size creates an 
air-foil effect. At touring speeds no 
wind hits your chest or body below the 
neck. That reduces fatigue, and you 
don’t have the vision interference, 
however slight, that a windshield 
creates. The speedo was a tad optimistic 
like most bike instruments. The 
instruments also held the neutral light 
and the turn indicator indicator. A light 
that monitors the charging system 
would be handy. 

I was sure that the bars were going to 
^ but they worked out

trick. The grips are fine with gloves but 
too hard barehanded. 





The seat is some kind of ultimate. 
Long hours produced no saddle sores. 
It’s wide, positioned right, has no grab 
strap, and is just the correct consistency 
for a posterior pad. Solo it is at least as 
good as any other bike’s seat. But it’s 
too short. Any long ride with a 
passenger will produce discomfort. If 
you like to do long distance numbers 
with your sweetie you are biking up the 
wrong seat. For one, though, it is just 
the thing. 

The pegs are well placed and 
adjustable. Passenger pegs are too high. 

The pipes, too, look like a 
catch-your-eye styling gizmo, but they 
give more ground clearance than would 


test and it never blinked. 


otherwise be available. They are the first 
thing to hit on the right and do so about 
the same time that the tires begin to 
lose interest. The center stand is the 
limit on the left. Either way you can 
lean plenty far. The tires, despite their 
hard compound, held quite well. I 
noticed that the tires on another H-2 
were the same tread pattern but a softer 
compound which -should hold -even 
better. 

Mountain roads were a gas once I got 
used to it. I expected more of a handful 


It handles surprisingly well considering all that power, We ran with the headlight on for the entire 





but that wide power band and fine 
handling and brakes made an excellent 
mount for the coffee racer (that’s 
midwestern for café racer). The only 
drawback is that if you are going the 
limit you will be dangling way out there 
aif something doesn’t work out. It’s very 
exhilarating for the experienced rider, 

The sporting-minded touring rider — 
the one who likes a machine that 
handles and stops and who doesn’t like 
a windshield — should find his cup of 
tea in the Mach IV. It’s terrific comfort 
for one makes it ideal for long distances. 
Throttle tension is light and won’t 
fatigue you. The engine turns at 4600 
rpm at 75 mph and won’t intrude into 





pleasures of touring. You will have to 
stop about every hundred miles or so 
for gas. It got 30 to 35 a gallon of 
regular (surprise!). Vibration levels are 
very low, low enough that they will 
never bother you while touring. 

Our particular machine had several 
small things amiss. The worst was the 
kick starter which was set about an inch 
too far out and would hit your shin. 
Investigation showed that this was not 
the way it should be. Somebody goofed 
on ours. A wire was loose in the left

turn signal and it was loading up the 
signal and causing it to cut out. It took 
about three minutes to fix. The trip 
meter reset knob deserted its post after 
about 200 miles never to be seen again. 
All those turkeys would have been 
spotted on Kawaski’s warranty. 

A few things could be improved, The 
tool compartment could be made 
lockable like the Honda 500, The horn 
only emits a mild “Squawk!” More 
sound, more ground. The axle wrench in 
the tool kit wasn’t up to the torque that 
the factory had applied to the axle and 
bent like a coat hanger. The switch on 
the left handlebar is too crowded. The 
bummer here was that it was possible to 
occasionally douse the lights while 
groping for the dim switch, A kill switch 
would be neat, too. 

On the other hand, there are a lot of 
spiffy little details on the Kawasaki. On 
the underside of the seat there is a little 
pocket for registration card or 
inspection certificate. They key will go 
in either way a la Ford in both ignition 
and steering stem locks. The gas tank is 
held on by one rubber strap. No tools 
are necessary to remove it. The 
centerstand is in the middle of the bike 
weightwise. If you are working on either 
wheel it will rest on the other one. 
Clever. The lights are both very big and 
bright and the headlight has excellent 
beam spread. It is alsorrubber mounted. 
The chain oiler is one of the best. You 
can get a kit or something to shift on 
the right. Both the steering and throttle 
have friction dampeners. The rear of the 
tank is nice and narrow for comfort. 
Kawasaki is using its usual decals again 
but this year they have a coat of clear 

» lacquer over them, 

The Kawasaki 750, then, is a very 
pleasant, manageable machine that 
because of its incredible performance 
has been burdened with the wrong 
image. It is limited as an about-town 
bike by that occasional plug fouling and 
its tendency to surge. It is still very 
desirable for this kind of use because of 
its ease of performance, tractability, 


excellent brakes, comfort, and precise, 


easy handling at all speeds. Its 
performance on twisty back roads will 
endear it to the experienced road rider 


and cafe racer. However, it also really 


shines in long haul riding. It is 
terrifically comfortable without 
conceding any of its sporting character 
or performance. The touring rider with 
a sporting vein will find it to be an 
ultimate. Its need for very little periodic 
maintenance will endear it to anybody. 
If I had to ride across the country and 
back I would choose the Kawasaki 750 
without hesitation.

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AMA REASONS FOR 
REJECTING M/C TRAIL 
PATROL 


Having reviewed our past discussions 
on the motorcycle patrol idea, I have 
discussed the subject many times with 
our staff. During the last month we 
decided to look into this subject further 
and make a decision whether or not 
there is something the AMA could do 
effectively. We felt that the last 
sentence in the fourth paragraph of 
your recent letter was the key to the 
whole thing — “better no patrol at all, 
than an undependable one.” 

Our initial response was to relate to 
the ski patrol as they appeared to be the 
closest to the type of organization we 
were interested in. In investigating this 
area we quickly learned that most of the 
ski patrols are actually formed by the 
private ski resorts and are not volunteers 
in the sense we know them. These 
individuals are people interested in 
skiing who work on a full-time basis at a 
particular ski resort or on a part-time 
basis in evenings and weekends for a fee. 
This concept, of course, is one that will 
not work out for the AMA. 

In addition, we talked to the various 
clubs regarding their interest in being 
involved in such a patrol. Almost 
universally we can say that the clubs 
would have some interest, but the actual 
training that would take place and the 
willingness of the person to become 
totally involved is not there. This would 
lead to a situation where we would have 
an undependable group in each area. 

In order to make this patrol truly 
effective they would have to undergo 
some extensive training. None of the 
members we have talked to really feel 
they would be interested. They all seem 
to have the opinion that it is great but 
they don’t have the time each weekend 
for three or four weeks to involve 
themselves in that type of activity. Also, 
the cost of their maintaining the 
machine for constant use in the woods 
bothers them. This cost, of course, 
would fall on their shoulders and most 
do not feel they are willing to absorb 
this expense,

It would seem from 
your article, however, that there are a 
few serious contributors, one of whom | 
would like to present a complementary 
case to. 

Russ Shreve, it would seem, feels that 
price is of primary importance. This 
may be true in a market where the 
goods are in high demand because of 
necessity to the user, but when the 
buyer is spending his discretionary 
income he places an entirely different 
set of values on his selection. When 
embarking on a new venture in an 
already well established field, the best 
assurance of success is found in filling 
the biggest existing market gap. This 
must be evaluated of course in the light 
of possible-return for dollar-invested. A 
100 pound, 500ce world-beater trail 
bike would sell like the Pill at any price, 
but development costs could break 
Uncle Sam. 

The motorcycle as a 
transportation/touring vehicle will never 
have more than limited appeal and that 
market sector is fairly well occupied. 
The ¿competition oriented market- is 
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pretty well covered too, but to me the 
area for greatest long-range growth 
potential is in the semi-off-road 
recreation market. This is the area also 
of greatest consumer turnover. Not 
product turnover but buyer turnover! 
He gets one out of curiosity and within 
a year sells it and never buys another. 
Why? 

He got took. He bought the bike 
from a dealer who couldn’t ride any 
better than he and didn’t care as long as 
the check was good. He felt strange and 
uncomfortable because the bike took a 
lot of attention just to ride it. Off the 
road, he was afraid to go over 20 mph 
because he didn’t knowe which way it 
was going to bounce. And although he 
could do minor maintenance and didn’t 
mind paying a mechanic once in a while, 
every week was too much, 

Here it is in a nutshell: ease of 
operation, better stability and control, 
minimum maintenance and maximum 
reliability. What’s needed is the Cadillac 
of trail bikes and the outdoor recreation 
enthusiast will pay the price. 

1 could go on and on about a lot of 
dumb engineering in motorcycles for 
which there is no excuse.

An Open Letter 


Please vote nay, if and when AB 744 (Assemblyman Biddle’s 

mandatory motorcycle Helmet bill) comes before you for consideration. 
California motorcycle riders are overwhelmingly opposed 

to the legislature taking this sort of decision out of our hands. 

Most of us wear so-called “crash helmets” most of the time and 

as a result of this enlightened self-protection and certain 

dependent factors, California has enjoyed a lessening of motorcycle 

injuries and fatalities in relation to the great increase of 


| Mr. Biddle’s own figures show an increase of registered 
| motorcycles in California of 129% while fatalities 
rose only 75.5% and injury accidents only 40.2%. According to 
Mr. Biddle’s statistics, motorcycle fatalities have decreased 
from 1965 to 1971 at the same rate as other passenger vehicles. 
The experience of states like Georgia, which have only 
mandatory helmet laws for motorcyclists, without the vital factor 
of special operator license examinations, has shown that helmets 
alone do not measurably affect fatality statistics. Since California 
enacted the special motorcycle operator license requirements in 
1968, both injury accidents and fatalities have declined per capita 
at a time when motorcycle use has risen dramatically. 
We know from experience and study that helmets are a trade-off 
in safety. When voluntarily worn, we buy the best helmets we can 
afford and compensate for their diminution of vision, hearing and 


Also, a September 14, 1971 article in the Los Angeles Times 
points out that injuries to the neck and spine are on the increase, 
apparently as the result of helmet wearing by motorcyclists. We know 
that the extra five to nine pounds of helmet on our necks can 
exacerbate such injuries as whiplash, spinal compression, etc., 
but most of us take that chance willingly, as long as it is our choice. 

Mandatory helmet legislation is being challenged in the courts 
of nearly every state which has mistakenly enacted it. Repealers 
have been successful in Michigan, Illinois, Connecticut and the 
Province of Nova Scotia. A Massachusetts test case is being appealed 
to the Supreme Court of the U.S. on the grounds that it violates 
the Bill of Rights. There is no precedent for such a law which 
forces a minority to “protect” themselves against their own better 


Our founding fathers wrote that “the United States is 
intended to be a nation where no man could be told that he must 
wear a hat.” There would be no benefit to society if the helmet 
compulsion: passes, and it would work to the detriment of motorcycle 
safety, individual responsibility and self-control. 

Please vote against AB 744. Thank you.

SADDLEBACK PARK 
ORANGE, CAL., May 10, 1972 — 
Effective May 24, all motorcycles, 
mini-bikes, etc., must be equipped with 
a USDF approved spark arrester when 
riding at Saddleback Park. Lack of 
rainfall this season has created a very 
high fire hazard, and the California 
Department of Public Resources has 
issued the order to the park for 
mandatory use of spark arresters. The 
only exception will be on race days 
when those riders racing in a sanctioned 
event-will not have to use an arrester 
but will have to be equipped with an 
approved silencing device. Racers will, 
however, be restricted to the pit area 
and race course unless a spark arrester is 
installed after they have finished racing. 
The Saddleback staff urges all riders 
to equip their machines with a Forestry 
approved arrester, and if equipped with 
a stock muffler, make sure it is stamped 
with the USDF approval. Local dealers 
can advise you about the legality of 
your muffler. The high fire hazard will 
remain until further notice. The 
Saddleback Park parts & Accessory 
department will offer approved spark 
arresters at a reduced price.

MAGIC MOUNTAIN, ~ ANGELES 
NATIONAL FOREST, May 13, 1972 — 
Well, it isn’t over yet. The Shamrock 
Enduro may have been a great ride for a 
lot of people, but for the Shamrocks it’s 
still a lot of work. At 9 a.m, this 
morning eight Shamrocks, armed with 
picks, hoes, shovels, rakes and 400 
pounds of seed and fertilizer, started 
down that nice two mile stretch of fire 
break into Pacoima Canyon on the first 
loop. 

For the riders of the previous 
Sunday, it was about a 20 minute ride 
in two sections of eight and four mph. 
On foot at an easy hiking pace it takes 
about an hour, Assistant District 
Ranger, Len Graff spent about four 
hours after the run marking out sections 
requiring restoration. The eight 
Shamrocks who went down this hill 
today spent six hours at hard labor. 

This is the real price that has to be 
paid for a run in National Forest lands. 
A total of 8600 feet of trail required 
raking and seeding. Twenty-two water 
bars had to be built back up which 
required moving about half a cubic yard 
of earth each. And they’re not done 
yet! Two other sections on Mt. Gleason 
and Mt. Pacifico need some rework 
which means some more shot 
Shamrock-Saturdays, 

Was it worth it? For most of the 
Sweepstake Enduro riders the answer is: 
“Hell, yes”. The recently laid-off young 
Shamrock who put up his life savings of 
$3000 on a performance bond, insuring 
the completion of trail work to the 
satisfaction of the Forest Service, thinks 
it was worth it. The Shamrock road 
gang doing the grunt work wasn’t so 
sure until after the job was done and 
they had had one of the best damn 
Saturday afternoon beer-busts in years. 
If the amount of beer consumed and the 
speed of the bench racing was any 
measure of value, the Shamrocks think 
it was well worth it. 

Was it worth it to you? Would you be 
willing to restore chewed-up trails and 
build new ones just for the sake of an 
occasional ride for yourself and the 
riding of a lot of others who aren’t 
willing to work? I doubt that there 
would be long line of volunteers if this 
were the only way to ride National 
Forest lands. Well, this isn’t the only 
way, but it was the best the Shamrocks 
could do without having all fire-roads 
and pavement. Many of you probably 
have the mistaken notion that the 
Shamrock Enduro has “opened” the 
Angeles Forest to bikes. Well this isn’t 
exactly true because the forest has never 
really been closed to bikes. The Forest 
Service however, has never encouraged 
bike riders for vaious reasons, and many 
areas are closed to bikes as well as to all

in the middle for a teaser. There were 
bikes and riders strewn all over that hill.

PAYERNE, SWITZERLAND, April 30, 
1972 — Perhaps inspired by near-perfect 
race conditions on the grassy hillsides of 
Switzerland, Husqvarna factory rider, 
Heikki Mikkola, the Finn with the fire 
plug physique, served notice to World 
Champions Roger DeCoster, Bengt 
Aberg and last year’s runner up Ake 
Jonsson, that he was the man to beat 
for the 1972 world title. 

From yet another comer of the pits, 
two young Americans, Bob Grossi and 
Mark Blackwell put aside any doubts 
that Americans could race with the 
world’s best with brilliant rides in their 
second Grand Prix start. 





The picturesque scene was violated 
only by the crackle of 50 horsepower 
two strokes as the field of fifty nudged 
toward the starting gate. Twenty 
thousand fans crowded to see the 
world’s best streak across the start 
straight throwing 20 foot rooster tails 
and banging cases into the first turn. 

It was 1970 World Champion Bengt 
Aberg with a big lead over West German 
Maico pilot, Adolf Weil, Ake Jonsson, 
Russian Krasnochtchekov on a CZ, and 
fast moving Heikki Mikkola, As the 
pack began to string out over the very 
fast and dusty two mile circuit, Aberg 
continued stretching his lead with an 
unbelievable exhibition of speed. 

Roger DeCoster, the pre-race favorite, 
had his Suzuki back in 12th spot 


`- suffering a poor start. By lap five he had 


knifed his way through throat-clogging 
dust and the likes of Paul Friedrichs and 
Willi Bayer to fifth position. 

Also suffering from poor starts, 
Californians Grossi and Blackwell 


moved up steadily from the back of the 


DeCoster still leads in points 


pack. 

Mikkola, meanwhile, made short 
work of-the Russian and Jonsson and 
after a brief duel blasted by Adolf Weil 
and began clawing up the gap left by 
Aberg. By the halfway mark, Mikkola 
had made up the margin and slipped by 
a tiring Aberg with an ease that 
suggested the course was built to the 
Finnish rider’s specifications. 

Now DeCoster came up at a lightning 
pace to challenge Jonsson with 
Friedrichs close behind. At the crest of 
a terrible downhill with a ten foot lip, 
Roger, in typical DeCoster style, got 
airborne, pitched it sideways, touched 
down, banged into third gear and flew 
past Jonsson as if the Maico were on the 
kickstand. Roger pitched it parallel to

the ground on the 45 degree banked 
turn at the bottom and he was gone like 
a rumor, 

Nearing the end of the first moto 
Mark and Bob were running nose to tail 
weeding their way up to 16th and 17th 
in a battle with two Russian CZ riders 
and Czech star Jiri Stodulka. After the 
first moto,’ Grossi remarked, “Did you 
see me smoke the two Russians on the 
sweeper? It was boss.” 

At the end of the first 40 minute heat 
it was Mikkola first, DeCoster second, 
Aberg, Weil and Friedrichs with Jonsson 
sixth. Blackwell and Grossi finished 
16th and 17th respectively with veteran 
USA motocrosser Brian Kenny 23rd still 
adapting to a new Maico. 

While 50 dustcaked, exhausted riders, 
rested, the support race sidehacks were 
given 30 minutes and 70 horsepower to 
gouge cavernous pock marks in the 
already treacherous circuit making the 
downhills a nightmare. 

In the second heat it was Adolf Weil 
who ricocheted onto the main straight

from under the © poster-cluttered 
crossover bridge in first position. 

Dutch Champion, Gerrit Wolsink, 
who finished 12th in last year’s 500 
championship was second followed by 
Mikkola; the swift Russian, Efino, on a 
CZ; and Aberg. 

A fired-up Grossi, who was only six 
seconds behind Aberg’s qualification 
speed, was 15th with Blackwell coming 
up behind him after winning a brief duel 
with iron man Jiri Stodulka. 

By lap three Adolf Weil was forced to 


sprained wrist and a bruised ego. 
Meanwhile, teammate Grossi, 
unhindered by still healing bone and 
cartilage was holding down 13th 
position, 

The parade continued with Mikkola 
under the checkered first followed by 
DeCoster,- conceding discretion to be 
the better part of valor and staying in 
the point lead for the title. Aberg was 
third with Wolsink, Jonsson and Banks 
20 seconds back, 

Eighty minutes of racing had taken 


Grossi smoked; Blackwell unloaded; 
Wolsink challenged; Mikkola won 


park his experimental Maico which was 
suffering from growing pains. Setting 
the pace with his inherited lead, Wolsink 
palyed the part of hare to the fast 
closing hounds Mikkola, Aberg and 
DeCoster. 

By the half-way point Wolsink had 
succumbed to his inevitable fate as they 
methodically picked him off. After a 
frenzied five lap elbow to elbow 
demonstration of what motocross is all 
about, DeCoster pulled by Aberg’s 
Husky on a_ crowd-lined uphill 
reminiscent of Saddleback’s Matterhorn, 
in search of an untiring Mikkola. 

After unloading on a bone crushing 


downhill, a disappointed Mark 
Blackwell rejoined the fray with a

its toll on the world’s best works men 
and machines with only 13 riders 
finishing on the same lap. The 13th man 
was 20-year-old Bob Grossi from Santa 
Cruz, California with a 12th overall 
finish. 

As the crowd trickled off the hillside 
and the last bike was silenced, former 
250 and 500 World Champ Rolf 
Tibblin, Bob and Mark’s manager, tuner, 
and mentor, looked up and with a 
typical Tibblin grin said, “It’s good. I 
think maybe two years and we have a 
World Champion.” 

As for 1972, with only two rounds 
gone by and supermen like DeCoster, 
Aberg, Mikkola, and Jonsson, it’s 
anybody’s title, and that’s racing.

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RICE DOES IT AT SAN JOSE

SAN JOSE, CAL., May 21, 1972 — Jim 
Rice: the man who Sacramento’s mile 
track lashed out at in 1970 after he 
desperately made a bid for a transfer 
spot at that 50-Mile National..,Jim Rice, 
who won a non-National Mile while 
being denied the victory circle in 
points-paying events in 1971...Jim Rice,

who won the first National Mile of the 
1972 season three weeks ago at 
Colorado Springs while completely 
dominating the field...Jim Rice, who has 
lost here at the Santa Clara Fairgrounds 
on the Half-Mile circuit only once in the 
past four years,..today possibly broke a 
collarbone and pulled his left shoulder 
out of its joint during an eighth-lap 
collision with the inside railing while 
running fourth at the 25-Lap Mile 
National...and still WON!! 

Pick an adjective. I’ve tried and none 
will suffice. 

Jim Rice put on an unduplicated 
performance today, greater than any 
this reporter has ever seen. 

It didn’t seem so when the facts were 
not realized. The Main was a terrific 
duel from the beginning and Rice was a 
late-stage arrival. 

Gary Scott, after turning in the 
fastest one-lap time of the entire day’s 
racing at 39.63, while winning his heat 
going away, came into tum two of lap 
one in second but exited in the lead. 
For the next 16 laps he stayed there, 
picking up as many as 10 yards of lead 
space per tour. A very excited and 
expectant Harley-Davidson contingent 
soon rested its hopes on Rex 
Beauchamp, the second year Expert, 
but he soon began to fade in the 
onslaught the terrific duels produced. 
And Rice. Also appearing to be off in 
the early stages of the National while 


running fifth on lap two and up to 
fourth on lap six, Rice was being 
upstaged by a vet and the rook, Dick 
Mann and Kenny Roberts. Both were 
caught back in the field after 1-2 second 
row starts, but soon began rocketing 
through the ranks by the time the 
eighth-lap injury to Rice occurred. (Rice 
followers insist it happened on lap eight, 
but, taped recordings seem to 


substantiate it was lap nine, three laps 


fourth. 


had moved into 


after Rice 
Whatever.) 

At that point, Rice, still in fourth, 
lost a lot of ground to Roberts, fifth, 
and Mann, sixth, who began pulling up. 

With that pair dueling together, Rice 
officially entered the picture as being no 
longer an also ran on lap 10, when he 
zipped by a fast fading Frank Gillespie, 
but quickly re-exited the scene when 
Bugsy ‘and Kenny passed him two laps 
later while Beauchamp, too, dropped 
off the pace. 

It would seem that the now-injury 
ridden Rice was almost indignant at 
being zapped like that. He'drew upon all 
the resources he could command and 
stuck in there. 

When Gary Scott’s Triumph blew on 
lap 17, as many had done earlier, 
Bugs found himself in first, bidding for 
his first Mile National win of his.20-year 
career. But Roberts wasn’t about to 
fade and the eyes continued to spotlight 
that duel. Re-enter Rice to pass 
Beauchamp one later later but to 
quickly re-exit during the next mile in 
which Roberts zapped Mann for the 
lead. 

What’s going on??? Here comes Rice, 
using his only good hand, to steer the 
machine over the hole-studded course in 
a WFO position chasing Mann. Bam! 
Rice is in second and now, take notice. 

What drives a man to the extremes? 
Jim Rice has been running for a dozen

laps without the use of his left side. He 
has just passed Grand National Champ 
Dick Mann, who is just as highly excited 
with the hope of winning his first Mile 
National. What is Jim Rice doing? 

The impossible...and he’s succeeding! 

Less than. three laps remaining and 
the desperately crazed-with-desire Rice 
turns his privately sponsored BSA on a 
little more. Fifteen yards, 10, and now 
eight. Roberts, feeling the onrushing 
pressure, turns the wick up, too. Mann 
is unable to keep up and begins to 
ever-so-slightly drop off the pace. Rice, 
using the same instinct that garnered

him the second Expert Heat win in a 
come-from-behind fashion, turns on the 
carburetor flow a bit more. 

The pain? For Jim to do this, he 
mustn’t have felt it at the time, showing 
how bad it really wás. Adrenalin is 
flowing at the maximum rate and 
Roberts seems to have the advantage. 

Down the front straight Rice moved 
into the lead to take the white flag but 
Roberts’ reserve is too much as he 









Rice in the tough, 
hole-studded turns. Rice cannot quit. 
Faster, faster. Down the back chute, 
Rice pulled past the Yamaha and 
regained the point, on instinct alone, 
shutting off last. Kenny can’t hold back. 
He whips the throttle on and comes out 
of the third turn side-by side with Rice, 
“It’s going to be a race to the finish!” 
cried the announcer, but experience 
prevailed. 

Rice shuts off for an instant on the 
last turn, Roberts doesn’t. Rice gets the 
bite, Kenny goes sideways and loses all 
that hard-earned ground. Rice wins it 





ds off Mann, but both got zapped by Rice. 


and Roberts has to settle, reluctantly, 
for second. Mann rolls across third. 

Its victory circle time and Rice is 
apparently making his victory lap. Not 
so. Northern Californian correspondent 
Bill Spencer relates: 

“On the eighth lap, in the corner over 
here, he (Rice) went through and he was 
too close in and he hit the guaid rail 
with his shoulder and it probably pped 


his shoulder out of its socket. He rode 








from lap eight on with just one hand. 
He came in, and | was standing rig 
there, and....hat’s why he took the extra 
lap, to get everybody out of the way 
‘cuz he couldn’t do anything, he just 
figured he couldn’t do anything. And he 
came in, and he came to a stop..,.he 
could not grab or pull in the clutch...if 
he had been forced to change gears he 
could not have finished the race. So he 
stopped and let it go on the ground and 
Mike came over and he touched his 
shoulder and Jim went “Awwueghheh” 
and he damn near went up to the 
ceiling. He just sat there for several 
minutes and...well, sat there. It was an 
unbelievable race.” 

An understatement. 

Perhaps I’ve devoted too much to Jim 
Rice in this account. If I have, I 
apologize to the rest of the field. I don’t 
think so. Many more riders did, in their 
own way, many spectacular things. 
There is nothing like the mile. 








JUNIORS — 

Early favorite Steve Droste blew 
during qualifying, giving Texan Jim 
Rawls an early advantage. But Scott 
Brelsford took that honor away from 
him during the heat in which Steve 
Nichols came from behind to garner 
third. 

Another come-back performance was 
staged in the other Junior heat, this 
time Gary Caldwell wicked his BSA 
from fifth to third on the final lap to 





trail Rex Barrett (Tri) and Arizona’s 
Brian LePlante (Tri). 

With these six holding down the front 
row, second line starters Larry Gino, 
Tom Horton, Joe Brown, Ivan 
Shigemasa, Matt Falconer and Tom 
White had a-rough field to contend 
with, 

Fast heat winner Brelsford broke 
from the pole and grabbed the lead, but 
on the outside came Steve Nichols to 
pass him on turn two. Scott quickly 
regained the point down the back 
straight and never was headed during 
the 14-lap event. 

The_ story was very different from 
second on back. Twice the second place 
rider dropped out with mechanical 
problems. Nichols was the first to fail 
on the fifth lap, and LePlante went on 
lap 11, giving Brelsford a commanding 
eight second lead. 

Before LePlante blew, he had. a 
terrific dice with Rawls for the second 
slot.

GARDENA, CALIF., May 19, 1972 — 
For the second. straight week Dave 
Aldana was defeated in his heat race but 
maybe five laps is just not enough time 
to get Dave and his Norton warmed up. 
By Main event time the combination 
was red hot. 

Gary Scott returned to Ascot and 
posted the fastest time trial. Mert 
Lawwill, fast clocker two weeks ago, 
~was second fastest with Oregon’s Mark 
Williams third and Tom Rockwood, on 
a borrowed machine, taking fourth and 
last Trophy Dash spot. 

Scott then put it on Aldana in the 
heat race that saw Williams run third, 
Frank Gillespie in fourth, and National 
point leader, Kenny Roberts, regulated 
to a distant fifth place.

It’s a hairy one 
and it appears to have only one place to 
go through it without ending up like a 
Kamikaze pilot on a suicide mission. 

Rob Morrison had Jeff Coleman and 
Pryor Campbell to contend with in the 
100-125 Amateur/Expert class, not to 
mention the new course. Again the 
shorter frame on Jeff’s bike gave an 
advantage but not enough to outrun 
Rob’s super-tuned Kaw. Third place 
Pryor Campbell needs a bike under him 
that isn’t quite so tired. On short tight 
courses he really competes but where he 
needs flat out power he’s lost. 

The new course didn’t slow Doug 
Mason down rauch in the 250 
Amateur/Expert class, but a competitor 
has appeared on the horizon and if sheer 
desire is what it takes to win, Tim Holm 
should have no trouble. Fact is Tim did 
beat Doug the second moto and was 
never far behind the rest of the time. 
Tim’s motocross experience comes in 
handy on the new whoop-de-doo. Don 
Frauenberger was third. 

Steve Pergin came back after a layoff 
and picked off the win in the 100 
Novice Division 1. Derek Katanic, after 
unloading on the new bit, recovered and 
made up enough points for a second 
overall, Denais Turner was third. 

Tom Avoian came out for the first 
time this year and did himself proud by 
winning the 175-200 class. The class was 
hotly contested and ended up in a tie 
for second between Andy Lutrull and 
Mike Horton with Bob Lynch Jr. a close 
third. 

Another tie was recorded in the 
Novice Moto II where David Atkinson 
grabbed off third with Rory Holladay 
second and Ralph Hendricks and Larry 
Walling third. The Holladays have 
worked out an arrangement with the 
city of Rialto to hold a monthly 
motocross. A lot of team effort, sweat 
and probably some tears has gone into 
the project and very shortly its fate will 
be decided by the Rialto City Council. 
If they make it, let’s get some support 
out there by riding their events. 

In Novice Moto I, John Bean posted 
the fastest time of the evening aboard 
one of them there Maicos. John bested 
Doug Mason’s time by four-tenths of a 
second. Dennis David and Jim Elliott 
were second and third. 

The Amateur/Expert Moto is a bit of 
a puzzle since Terry Sanford, the winner 
was on a 250 Bultaco and that’s a No, 
No, Therefore it seems to me that Vince 
Graves is the legal winner. Vince, the 
photographer’s dream, gets those 
suspended animation full lock slides 
that are beautiful to watch but slow him 
down. He was really having trouble after 
he came out of the new jump but 
should get it wired real quick, Paul 
Lambert was second. 

Gerry is working on a short track 
which should be completed in the near 
future so Perris will have one more type 
of racing to offer its riders.

CARSON, NEV., April 9, 1972 The 
most recent Carson MX, second of the 
three race series, was at least as 
successful as the first, The track: was 
completely different from the preceding 
race, and was much better laid out from 
a spectator’s viewpoint, One hill 
provided both the most spectacular 
jump and a vista from which the entire 
°() minute motos could be viewed, The 
races began at the foot of the viewing 
hill, went through the rough bottom 
section up to the slick DG top, around a 
tight right hander, and then over a steep 
downhill jump, The jump was 
particularly exciting because after the 
riders landed, some of them as much as 
fifty or sixty feet down the hill, they 
were already in a section of particularly 
rough whoop-de-doos in which they had 
to negotiate a gradual right hander and 
set up for a tight left, From that point 
on the track was relatively easy and fast. 
The only slow point on the track was a 
shott, exceedingly soft hill normally 
found in a hare scrambles. Invariably, 
one rider in each moto would stall 
halfway up and stack up five or six 
more until he could get out of the way. 
Fortunately, this seemed to happen on 
only one lap so the races were not 
slowed down each time. 

Many riders rode two classes and 
some, like Danny Olsen, did well in 
both. Danny first captured the 100cc 
Novice event on his Bultaco and then 
took second in the 125cc Novice B race 
on a Penton, He was hard pressed in the 
100cc class by Robert Buhliz on a 
Honda. The two riders, side by side 
most of the time, were so far out in 
front it was hard to keep track of them. 

Robert Kvan captured the Open 
Novice event, but with pressure from 
Ross Johnson, Johnson, toting a 529 
AMA number, is one of the most 
promising motocross riders to come out 
of this area for some time. He rode both 
the Open and 125cc classes and seemed 
tireless.

Do you know where I can get second 
or third oversize pistons and rings for a 
‘70 Suzuki 350? I’ve asked the local 
dealer and he says Suzuki doesn’t make 
them. 

PHIL DIETZ 


. Dear Phil, 

I'm afraid you are out of luck, 
according to the Suzuki parts book, 
they only make a first oversize which is 
Y2 mm or .020 in. You might do well to 
contact Wisco, more than likely they 
have an oversize beyond what the 
factory supplies. You also might go so 
far as to check pistons of other 
manufacturers to see if possibly they 


might fit. (Such as Yamaha or 
Kawasaki, but check them out 
carefully.) 


The only other alternatives that you 
have would be to resleeve the cylinder 
or purchase new ones, both of which 
almost make it economically 
unreasonable. 


I am building a short track racer from 
an old Kawasaki 238 frame. I need some 
help ith fork angle, swing arm 
modifications, etc. to make this 
machine a slider. Any help?

Dear Robert; 

About the best advice | can give you 
on this is drop a line to Kawasaki 
Motors in Santa Ana, Calif. in care of 
Windy Briggs. Windy is the fellow who 
sets up Kawasaki's short trackers and 
they have a habit of not only going well, 
but handling well also. 

Kawasaki is always happy to see their 
machines do well in competition and | 
am sure Windy will be happy to set you 
straight on these items to improve your 
racing. 


I own a 1967, Yamaha twin, model 
YLI. I am having some kind of 
electrical problems. About a month ago 
I had my battery charged and ever since 
then I cannot.run my bike without the 
fuse burning out. I am using a four amp. 
fuse. I have tried using a nine amp. fuse 
but have burned my wire clear through. 
I have also checked the wire under the 
back fender but cannot find any kind of 
break in it.

Dear Jerry, s 

You have not said whether or not 
you were riding the bike each time the 
fuse blows. If you were, | would look 
first to the brake light circuit, this often 
presents a problem. Not that there is a 
problem with the brake light switch, it 
is just that it is hard to find a short here 
until the rider realizes that the engine 
quits each time he presses the brake 
pedal. 

Without your having a test meter to 
check out where your problem could 
be, the best bet for you is to check it 
out by the trial and error system. First 
position your engine so the contact 
points are open, this will take the

biggest drag off your battery, then take 
the fuse holder apart and with the key 
on, strike the two ends together. If you 
have a short bad enough to burn out 
your fuse, it will make a pretty hefty 
spark. As you will have the draw of the 
neutral lights, this will also cause it to 
spark, but it will be a light spark and 
you will be able to tell the difference. 
After you have ascertained that you 
have a big enough spark to provide a 
fuse-burning short, start disconnecting 
wires one at a time, each time checking 
to see if you still have the hefty spark. 
After checking each one, re-connect it. 
Keep this up until you find that you 
just have the small spark of the neutral 
light. If you find the right circuit, check 
the color code in your handbook and 
trace it down. 


I dig racing, especially flat tracking. 
I've come to the conclusion that 
suspension is about 95% of the handling 
of any machine. Could you go into 
detail a little on the subject? Thanks a 
lot.

Dear B, 

While | have competed in practically 
every phase of motorcycle competition 
in the last 20 years, flattracking is one | 
shied away from so | can’t tell you from 
personal experience. My best advice is 
never be too proud to ask advice from 
the racer who seems to be doing the 
right thing. A few will shy away from 
giving out their secrets, but most of 
them will be happy to help you out. 

As far as handling is concerned, the 
consensus of opinion amongst most 
flattrackers is that the stock frames just 
don’t make the program anymore. The 
trend now-a-days is to the special 
frames, such as the Trackmaster. These 
type of frames and suspensions have 
been proven in numerous races and 
while it might not seem kosher to copy 
what someone else has, if he is winning, 
everybody else will be copying also. 

Attend some local flattrack races and 
see if you can get into the pits and ask 
around a bit. After a while, if you keep 
your eyes and ears open, you will be 
surprised how much you can learn. All 
you have to do then is to apply what 
you have learned. 

Here is a late tidbit | thought | would 
throw in that | just heard about. 
Kawasaki has just released a new shop 
manual for the ‘H’ series. It is not a 
loose-leaf like the previous service 
manuals have been, but is a 141-page 
book that really goes into detail on how 
to fix everything on your H-1 and H-2. 
It was just printed the first of the year, 
so if your dealer doesn’t have one in 
stock for you, he can order one from 
Kawasaki. The part number is 
99995-216. 

For i 500 and 750 owners who 
like to fiddle with your machines, this is 
a must. | didn’t inquire as to the price, 
but whatever the cost, it is about the 
best bargain you will come across for a 
manual that is for your machine only.
